Subdje&, but you may obferve that in 

fome of my laft I had been panegy- 
ricking our happy Circumflances upon the 
Commons Addrefs to her Majefly, and their 
unanimous concurring with all the Motions 
made to them in the QUEEN’s Speech ; I 
cannot leave the Subje¢t, without putting 
our People in Mind, for their Satisfaétion 
under their late Difcouragement of one 
thirg, which Her Majefty alfo hints in Her 
Gracious Anfwer to the Commons Addrefs, 
viz. The Influence their uaacimous Pro- 
ceeding: wi'l have on Affairs, and Pers 
‘fons, and Governments abroad. 

And if ! may te aliow’d to comment up- 
on the Royal Text,I’l tell you fome of them 
as they occurto me, -perhaps your own 
Thoughts will afift you in obferving more. 


I Have lately been digrefing from my 


Firft, The King of Portugal, whofe Cir- 
cumftances are, but what me are all forry 
for, too naked, prefs’d by a powerful and 
vidorious Enemy, whom, it is no Refle@ion 
on his Portugal Majetty to fay, he is in a0 
Capacity to withftand ; yet as he has:tj- 
therto fhown a Conftancy unexpe@ed by his 
Enemies, and feems co aét a fecond Duke of 
Savoy, as to his Adherence to the Abies, fo 
he cannot but be encouraged by this'Refo~ 
lution of the Houfe ot Commons, toftand by 


_ Her Majefly, and affft Her for sbe Support of 


his Portugal Majefty: Ifay, he cannot but 
be encouraged to run greater Rifques for 
this Caufe, than in his prefent Circumftanecs 
we could have hoped for, and with a Cone 
fiancy like that of the Duke of Savoy, wait 
the Extremiry of all things, cather than de- 


fert bis Allies. 
f Secondly, 
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Yecondly, The Duke of Szvoy, who at pre- 
fent perhaps may be uneafie, that the 
Troop» with which he hoped to aé& offen- 
fively fhall be removed, and that the Con- 
federates having clear’d Jtaly of the Frencb, 
may leave him halfdelivered, and put him 
yet to ftruggle with the fuperiour French, 
will now be fatisfy’d, that England, how- 
ever chargeable the late Difappointment at 
Thoulon was to them, and however they re- 

ret that Misfortune, will yet ftand by him, 
andas if nofuch thing had havpen’d, con- 
tinue toa-nowledge his Bravery and Fide 
lity by cootinuing their powerful Affiftance 
to him as before, letting him and all the 
World know, thac ’tis quite another thing 
torely on faithful and able Confederates, 
fuch as-Britain and Holland, than ona 
French Levity, which being always acted by 
the Principles of meer Self, have made it 
their Maxim to ftand by, or abandon their 
Confederates, juft asthe prefent Occafion, 
and the Article of their own Intereft re- 
quires, of which the Duke of Mantua is a 
Sate Tragical Inftance. 

Thirdly, King Charles of Spain, whom the 
Tories now by Way of Banter cali Le petit 
Roy de Barcellone, or the Mttle King of Bar- 
selona, they had been but juft if they bed 
call’d him Le petit Roy de Catalognes for 
with all their Vitories and Superiority they 
have hardly been able to fet their Foot in 
thac Province yet, athing chiefly owing to 
the admirable Condué of that brave Gene- 
rakche Earl of Gallw2y 

And here by the Way, the Author of the 
Hiftory of Europe has fhowna mof® unac- 
count.ble Piece of Ignorance, as well as 
Partiaility and Wanc of Manners, when in 
Requital to the Honourable Scars that great 
Man carries about him for our Service, 
he repreaches him, as having let the Lofs 
of his Blood affe& his Head 3 a fcandalous 
and unworthy Treatinent of a Man of M<- 
rit,who is fighting our Quarrels.ac the Ha- 
zard of his Life, and let any Man but exa- 
mine, with wha: Conduét that noble Per- 
fon has manag: d his few and diftourag’d 
Troops, and put a Stop to the viétorious 
Enemy infuch a Manner, thac he hes not 
deen able to take one Town of N. te eB his 
Campaign, and now bids fair to drive them. 


toa fhameful Retreat: Let this be exa- 
min’d, ic wil) appear, that General has loft 
his Blood for an ungrateful People, but has 
Judgment ftill enough to make them blufh 
at their Want of a Seoce of his Merit, or to 
make us blufh for their Want of Manners. 

But to return to King Charles; this Vote 
of the Commons of Britain muft\needs in- 
fluence his Affairs, and put new Life to his 
Councils, new Courage into his Men, and 
new Hopes into his Friends and Weil-wifh- 
erss theyare now affur’d they thal] not be 
abandoa’d, the Enterprize fhall not be gi- 
ven over,as a Party here, and perhaps there 
too, has fuggefted, chac powerful Affiftance 
fhatl be furnifh’d, and that in the mean time 
they have nothing todo, but with Courage 
and Refolation to ftruggle wich their pre- 
fenc Circumftances, and remember the Re-: 
lief of Barcelona, when Refcue and Relief 
came at the laff mtoment, and the guod 
Fortune, or rather pood Direéor of the 
Confederacy, appear’d in the very Article 
of Diftrefs. 

I know, it tsenquir’d, where Reli-_f will 
b: found for King Charles; boi ! anfwer, 
it the Parliamenc provides bur the Fund, 
let the Governmentalo-i¢ to find Means for 
his Help I know chey alledge, the Hefiians 
and Saxo-Go:kaw Troops are recalled wut of 
Italy, and the Patatme “Froops {cruple to 
mirch, by Romovrs ¥i"? not difappuine 
King Charles, the Heffims are noc gone, 
nor the Saxons march’d yet; the Palasines 
if their Prince fays go, muft go, and if the 
Officers refufe, «ther Officers will accept 
their Commiffions, no Queftion. E 

’Tis a gocd Story of the Duke of Parma 
whenin hisGovernment of Flanders a Re 
gimenet f Walloons refuled to march, and 
he found it was in the Officers; he immedi- 
ately took away all cheir Commiffions, and 
made: all the Serjants, Captains and 
Lieutenants, the Corpor.!s Enfignes, and 
made private Men Serjeants, and the Re- 
giment marched immediately; the Off- 
cers feeing this, would have comply’d, but 
it wasthentcolate 5 the Prince was not a 
Man to trifle with, he would not do and 
undo ; but as he made the Szrjeants Cap- 


tains, he continved them fo, and th 
fuifer’d fer thee Folly. og 
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The Moral of the Story is good in the 
Cafe of the Palatine Troops, let buc their 
Soveraign command them to march, aad 
there are Ways and Means to make the 
Officers comply, for a Mutiny of Officers 
is always le{s dangerous than a Mutiny of 
private M-n—Befides, we do not hear the 
Palatine Officers refufe to go, tho’ they 
may raife fome Difficulties about particular 
Things, which my foon be adjufted. 

But all will be made eafie by this Unani- 
mity of the Parliament, in whom is the 
Spring and Source of all the Motions on 
that fide, and if on their Voce 20000 
good feafon’d Troops be fent this Spring to 
King Charles inCatuloniz, 1 thall not que- 
flion feeing him again at the Gates of Ma- 
arid, io Spight of the united Forces of 
France and Spain; and this is the Way to 
make Her Majefty’s Words good in Her 
Speech to the Parliemenr, Fiz.

roportioned Unanimity, that they never 

new before; they chat never knew what 
i¢ was to a like Mea, like Men in Danger, 
like Men eaviron’d with Enemies, but wich 
afupine unaccountable Negligence fuffer’d 
theméelves to fail into the Hands of the 
French, without ufing the common Appli- 
cation of Men of Sence, will now be taught 
what it 1s to be vigorous and usanimous, 
will be fhewn the Advantage of {wift Coun 
cils, juft Refolutions, fleady Condaét, and 
a united Power.

Whether fhall we next turn us ?: The dif- 
courag’d Merchants, the complaining Sea- 
men, the infulted Plantations, the decay- 
ing Trade, thall all receive new Life from 
this new Refoluction of the Houle of Com- 
mons, and the Mifcarriages of our laft Sum- 
mer may perhaps, when examin’d into, 
fhew, that they are not irretrievable; 
Trade in this Country: has been a Chequer- 
work’d Table, moving always in differing, 
Views to Mankind, to Day thriving, to 
Morrow Gecaying 3 Loffes here,.and Gain 
there } and who, that furveys the Loffes, 
which fell upon our Trade the firft Years ot 
the late War in King Wiliem’s Time, could 
have thought, Trade fhould have furvived 
them, and that we fhould: have any fuch 
thing as Commerce left, or a Merchant 
ftanding, Stock to trade with, or Ships.to 
employ.. 

And yet we are trading till, we are fail- 
ing to all Parts of the World Rill, and ven- 
turing chearfully to Sea .uponall Occafions, 
and Advance of Markets abroad has been,a 
Kind of Tax upon Europe to fupply our 
Loffes—— When we have Lofs, our oute 
ward-bound. Cargoes bave:levied that Lofs 
upon che Countries they were. bound to, by 
felling the Goods which were there before, 
or the Cargoes which feHlaw’d, dearer iu 
Proportion ; our Imports have upon their 
Asrival frequently. paid-for what mifcarry’d ; 
when our Ships have:beea Joft, the Riling 
of Fraights hasm-de it good to the Owa- 
ers, and che Rifias of Goods made it go 
to the Merchant 5/0 thacevery Lols at Sea 
has not proved .a. Sinking the $cock of the 
Nariva, and as I have often, made ic appear, 
we were atthe latter Eid of the laft War 
in a Condicion of g wwing rich by the Waf. 

But even the(c Lifcusragements we have 
fo much. por’d upon.ia.che prefent Cafe, 
tho’ they are aljeviated ia the Courfe of 
Comuterce, they yet receive agreater Ré- 
lief from the conjyo& Influence of the Pat: 
liament, the j:f Conara. the Houks fhow, 
fos the Lofles the Merchantsfuffer, the juft 
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Refolutions they have taken to enquire into 
che Authors of our Milcarriages, are a full 
Sitistattion, that all chac is potitble fhill be 
done to-prevent the like for the future, and 
the Refolucions of the Honfe to give need- 
ful and cimely SuppHes area full Satisfaction, 
all pellible Care fhall fhat} be taken to put 
the Navy inaPofture, as nvich as is pofh- 
ble, co provide againft the Vigilance and 
Power of the Enemy. 

“Thus the uranimous Vote of this Parlia- 
menc puts Lifeard'Vigour into every Part 
ot the Confederacy, and animates every 
Branch, oiles the Wheels of every Engine, 
and quickens the Motion of che whole—aAad 
whac’s the Contequence ? Vil tell you what 
is, and 1’) tell you what oughe to be the 
Confequencé of it, and ufe it as you pleale.

guftifie faying to you, the unanimous Vro- 
‘2zedings, the Union, the Joint-Concurrence 
ja the publick Good; which is thus began in 
your Reprefentatives, ought to move the 
fame Unanimity and Conjunétion, as far as 
refpeas the fame. publick Good in You that 
are the reprefented In vain is all the 
Agre ment within, if there be none «ith- 
qt; in vain the Howfes unite, if we di- 
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vide; a hearty Affetion to the publick In- 
tereft will be very well within Doors, but 
whacwill it avail us, if we Carry ot more 
tel Feucs and diftraéing Divilions among 
our felves abroad This is che Kua 
of cur Affsirs, and the Life of our Eneniies 
Caut>; thisthey depeed upun, this they 
promile mighty things from, and in fherc 
this alone is che thi.y that can ao us any 
niuchiet.
